“Over Here” — Again

AY, you fellow with 25 cents! Put on the 
S brakes for a second. This isn’t a touch, it’s 
a tip—a straight one, with no possibility of 
walking home from the track. A friend of mine 
refers to the horse I want you to bet on as one 
named “Uncle Sam,” and the jockey’s colors are red, 
white and blue. That colt is a thoroughbred, sired 
by Democracy and dammed by Liberty. He is the 
pacemaker of nations, and you can play him even 
money for place, with your bet returned plus com- 
pound interest, win, lose or draw. You don’t have 
to be a gambler to take an interest in this event. 

Gather ’round, boys. This is worth hearing. Ever 
since the curse of Kaiserism started to ride rough- 
shod over those things bearing the trademark of 
democracy the pot has been boiling. The passing 
of the draft law was followed by the first Liberty 
Loan. It cost $50 to get a ticket to the grand- 
stand. 

Then we decided to build a merchant fleet to offset 
the submarine fury of a nation gone mad—second 
Liberty Loan, $50 bond the minimum admission. 
Then the overtaxed heart of an overworked world 
over the seas made known the pitiful needs of mil- 
lions of wounded, suffering men, frightfully hurt 
in our cause, and we dug down as we will gladly dig 
again, for the Red Cross, and before that memory 
had been blurred by the mercy of time the triangle 
of the Y. M. C. A. touched our human, responsive 
hearts, and our money met the needs of the emer- 
gency on the threshold. 

We have saluted conscience as the commander 
in chief, and we will obey the dictates as long as 
our inborn love of democracy dominates our better 
selves. Our giving has been voluntary, and no 
maximum or minimum restrictions have been placed 
upon us. 

Our bond buying, however, has been bounded 
with a $50 obligation as the first hurdle. The book- 
makers in Washington. have just tumbled to the 
fact that half a hundred dollars is a heap of money 
to a lot of us, and a special relay race has been 
planned that puts us all right up to the starter’s 
tape. This race is to be known as the W. S. S. 
Handicap. The entrance fee isn’t $50. It’s two bits 
—a quarter—twenty-five cents, and the prize money 
is in the hands of McAdoo, Treasurer of the United 
States of America. Every bettor is guaranteed a 
return of his entrance fee plus 4 per cent interest,

How It Came About 


Now, the story is this: 
HE men and women who have wanted to assume 
$50 Liberty Bond obligations have been accom- 
modated. There were a lot of them, and it took two 
rapid installments of bonds to temporarily satisfy 
their appetites, but there were millions of folks 
who felt that they wanted a hand in this game who 
did not dare to bite off a $50 mouthful, and there 
were a lot of other people who wanted to do a bit 
daily to keep our soldier boys in food and guns 
and ammunition. So the big men down in Washing- 
ton got their heads together and evolved the War 
Saving Stamp idea. It’s a big idea, but as simple 
as the “6 x 6” Frances White sings about. 

It all begins with a Thrift card. Any postmaster 
will give you one. On it you will find space for 16 
thrift stamps. It’s a grown-up stamp album. All 
you have to do is to revive the stamp-collection idea 
which so completely dominated a period of your 
youth. In those days you collected canceled stamps 
from every quarter of the globe. To-day your quar- 
ters will buy W. S. S. stamps to save democracy 
from annihilation. When you have bought 16 of 
these 25-cent Thrift Stamps you will take them back 
to the post office, and by the payment of 12 cents 

you will receive in exchange for them a big 
stamp called a certificate, which is a promise 
from Uncle Sam to pay you $5 Jan. 1, 1923. 
In other words, you have loaned your govern- 
ment $4.12 for five years, and you will get 
it back with compound interest when your cer- 
tificate matures. 

Should you face a need so great 
as to force you to sell your $5 cer- 
tificates you can do so at any time. 
Just give 10 days’ notice and then 
take them over to the post office; 
the man at the stamp window will 
cash them. You will get back not 
only the amount you paid, but in- 
terest on that amount for the time 
Uncle Sam has had your money. 

This idea is taking like wildfire.

But the government needed representative 
bodies to properly organize all these useful agen- 
cies which would make it easy for you and me to 
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buy thrift stamps without forcing us to stand 
around waiting our turns at the post office stamp 
windows. 
Hardware Men in the Lead 

[* New York City things drifted for a while. The 

colt “W. S. S.” was getting plenty of oats and 
hay, but his exercise was limited, and his belly 
beginning to stretch the surcingle a little every 
day. Then the call reached Frederick W. Allen. 
His friends call him Fred, and Allen isn’t “all-in” 
by a long shot. He is 40 years old, and partner in 
Lee, Higginson & Co., bankers of New York, Boston 
and Chicago. His early business training was with 
the Simmons Hardware Company, St. Louis. He 
went there a Yale graduate and a business green- 
horn. He left there a member of the board of 
directors and head of the buying department. Since 
the war began Fred Allen has given most generously 
of his time and ability to the government, and he 
is still at it. : 

When the call came he reached for the telephone 
and called up A. C. Penn. “Burt” also used to be 
a Simmons Hardware man. He knew Allen in the 
good old days, and they agreed to teamwork on 
War Savings Stamps in less time than it would take 
you to lick one. 

It was Penn who played such an important part 
in putting Keen Kutter cutlery on the map, both 
“Over Here” and “Over There,” and for a few 
years past he has been president of the A. C. Penn, 
Inc., New York City. His hobby is the Penn safety 
razor, and he is known to many thousands of people 
who through his efforts are assured of a satisfac- 
tory shave every morning. Penn has more pep to 
the square inch than a chain of lightning. He is 
a human dynamo, and an organizer exceptional. 

Getting Busy 

LLEN and Penn went over to the Emigrant Bank 
Building, on Chambers Street, just opposite the 
City Hall, in New York, and there found the eighth 
floor of that building unoccupied. There were three 
enormous rooms, and the equipment consisted of the 
radiators and bare cement floor. The hardware men 
tackled the problem with characteristic hardware 
energy. Their work started one Friday morning. 
I visited their new offices the following Tuesday 
morning, and found that in three days they had 
transformed those big bare rooms into one of the 
busiest business offices in the metropolitan district. 

The offices were completely equipped with dozens 
of desks, filing cabinets, desk lights, buzzer sys- 
tems and telephones installed. They had a compe- 
tent office force of 120 people busily at work, and 
each of their 20 departments in charge of a volun- 
teer business man of exceptional ability. It would 
be a conservative estimate to say that the men in 
charge of those 20 departments who are giving their 
services to this cause could each easily draw a 
salary of $25,000 a year, and some of them many 
times such an amount. 

The transformation of that office has kept these 
men up day and night for three days, but so wisely 
had the affairs of the War Savings Committee of 
Greater New York been administered that within 
that three days they had received from Washington 
full authority to act for the government, to receive 
and distribute thousands of pounds of literature 
for savings clubs of various kinds; had answered 
thousands of telephone inquiries and thousands of 
letters asking for information; and in addition had 
established more than 1000 distributors outside the 
post offices. 


Rampant Efficiency 
VISITED for a short time with each department 
manager, and, believe me, those men knew what 
they were doing. 


I listened to the conversation of 
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many of the visitors who came there seeking infor- 
mation, or to tell what they were doing to boost the 
sale of thrift stamps. One great manufacturer was 
there to secure a large quantity of thrift certifi- 
cates to go to his employees as a Christmas gift. 
It has been his custom for many years to give 
them additional cash in their pay envelopes. This 
year it will be War Saving Certificates. 

The secretary of a well-known social club in New 
York City was there announcing that the club had 
decided the evening before to do away with prizes 
customarily given at their card parties, and that 
this year their prizes would consist of thrift stamps, 
and that instead of giving one or two big prizes 
they would give a dozen smaller prizes, and in that 
way .would start a dozen more people on the thrift- 
stamp idea. There was a man there with a chain- 
letter idea, and with each of the many letters he 
sent out was a thrift book with the first 25-cent 
stamp in place. 

One old fellow from the Bowery district came in, 
and said he belonged to a Saturday night poker 
club, and that the boys had decided that instead of 
paying their losings or accepting their winnings in 
cash they were being paid off with thrift stamps. 

A school teacher was there to get further infor- 
mation on how she could start the children in her 
classes putting their savings into thrift stamps. 
A college president came in, and was very much 
interested in starting a campaign among the alumni 
of a great educational institution. He knew the 
response would be so great that he would probably 
be the holder of more than a thousand dollars’ worth 
of thrift stamps, and was anxious to know how it 
would work out. He learned that there was a law 
prohibiting a man holding more than a thousand 
dollars’ worth of these war certificates, but that 
there was no penalty mentioned for such an offense, 
and that it would not probably be known until he 
came to cash them in 1920, and he might cash them 
before that time in different lots. 


The Willing Workers 


THis great office was organized into the follow- 

ing departments: Frederick W. Allen is State 
Director, and A. C. Penn is his right-hand man. 
The Organization Bureau for establishing distribut- 
ing agencies is under the direction of Mr. Lindsay. 
Trade and business organizations are under the di- 
reetjon of Mr. Morgan and Mr. Smith. Contact with 
the national organization comes through Mr. 
Swayne. Edgar Higgins, formerly a Simmons 
Hardware man, and later the representative of 
Landers, Frary & Clark in Texas, is in charge of 
the department coming in contact with banks and 
post offices. Mr. Cook has charge of the organiza- 
tion of schools. Mr. Vaughan is in charge of the 
committee work. Mr. Larkin furnishes public 
speakers. Messrs. Nash, Wallace and Morse are in 
charge of the Information Bureau. Frank Finney, 
president of the Street & Finney Advertising 
Agency, is in charge of advertising, and Mr. Mc- 
Bride is in charge of publicity. Mr. Zeller, a well- 
known banker, is office treasurer. Mr. Robinson is 
in charge of purchasing and distribution. His de- 
partment alone looks like the shipping room of a 
great wholesale house. The circulars and posters 
and banners and pamphlets going out of his de- 
partment are certainly indicative of a rushing busi- 
ness. 

Each of these men possesses a master mind, and 
it is being concentrated on the thrift campaign from 
early morning until long after the sun goes down 
every day. The idea prevails in this office that this 
national thrift campaign and these thrift stamps 
have come in America to stay. Many people who 
are a little suspicious of banks have their confidence

in, a savings system that bears Uncle Sam’s name. 


They have great confidence in the government, and - 


hoarded savings in teapots and old stockings are 
coming to light in great numbers. This committee 
is out to establish 50,000 agencies in Greater New 
York, and their first three days’ work certainly indi- 
cates that they are going to put it across. 


It is indeed most gratifying that prominent hard- 
ware men should be chosen for this great work, and 
that they are making good in such an excellent way. 
They may indeed be taken as sterling examples of 
the spirit of the time. Let’s get behind them. Let’s 
buy and boost Thrift Stamps to the limit. It’s a 
chance to do a daily bit for Democracy. 








War Department Boosts Trapshooting 


Traps Installed at Canton- 
ments and Aviation Schools 
—Ammunition Interests 
Supply Instructors—In- 
creased Interest in . Sport 


After War Assured 


HE value of trapshooting and the use of the 
shotgun in modern warfare has been recog- 
nized by the United States Government and 
plans have been made for the installation of traps 
at the cantonments and aviation schools. 
The following letter addressed to the gun and 
ammunition interests by the aviation section of the 
Signal Corps bespeaks the Government attitude: 


“The importance of shooting from an airplane is 
brought home to us every day from the European 
front. It is the intention of the aviation section of 
the Signal Corps to give the candidates for flying in- 
struction as much practice as possible with the shot- 
gun, rifle and machine gun. 

“In order to accomplish this in the most desirable 
way we have reached the conclusion that the shotgun 
would be the best adapted for our purpose, and this 
instruction can be obtained readily at the fields. 

“If possible, we would like to obtain the names of

men competent to act as instructors near the follow- 
ing mentioned flying schools, so that the instruction 
can be given without unnecessar “4 ow or delay. 
“The schools are located at San Diego, Cal.; San 
Antonio, Tex.; Mineola, L. I., N. Y.; Essington, Pa.; 
Fairfield, Ohio; Wichita Falls, Tex.; Houston, Tax.; 
Waco, Tex.; Mt. Clemens, Mich.; Rantoul, Ill.; Belle- 
ville, Ill.; Fort Sill, Okla.; Hampton, Va.; Dallas, Tex.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; Lake Charles, La.” 


In answer to the above request the gun and am- 
munition companies offered the services of profes- 





sional trapshooters as instructors for whatever 
length of time the Government needs them, and also 
furnished the names of many amateur trapshooters 
who are proficient to act as instructors in the Gov- 
ernment service. 

As instructors are listed as professionals in trap- 
shooting, T. E. Doremus, president of the Inter- 
state Association, the ruling body on trapshooting, 
has decreed that amateurs who are requested by the 
Government to give instruction at the aviation 
schools shall not be classed as professionals. 

Traps have been placed in position at many of the 
aviation schools, and several traps and more than 
one million clay targets have been forwarded to the 
aviation corps in France. The soldiers in Persh- 
ing’s army will get a lot of practice with the shot- 
gun before they are thrown into battle. 

That the Government fully believes that the shot- 
gun and buckshot will be useful in the preliminary 
training for this war is evidenced by the erection of 
traps at the cantonments at American Lake, Wash., 
Quantico, Va., and Kansas City, Mo. Professionals 
are at each of these camps giving instruction in the 
breaking of the clay targets, the holding and firing 
of the shotgun, etc. 

In due course of time it is expected traps will 
be placed at every cantonment and that there will 
be instructors to teach the proper method in shoot- 
ing at elay targets. In taking up trapshooting the 
Government gives voice to the opinion that men who 
can handle the shotgun and trapshooters are of ma- 
terial aid in warfare. 

The action of the Government in adopting trap- 
shooting will have a beneficial effect on clay target 
shooting when the war is over. Making trapshoot- 
ing part of the instruction at the cantonments and 
aviation schools shows that there is something back 
of it besides sport—that it has a real foundation. 
Government approbation will make trapshooting a 
major sport.

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Show Card Writing 


Made Easy 


“Show Card Italic’ —Odds 
and Ends of Advice 
to the Beginner 


By JOSEPH BERTRAM JOWITT 


his first big boost in pay because he mas- 

tered the art of show card lettering and 
became worth more to the boss. And many a boss 
in a “one man” store has increased his bank balance 
by doing a bit of lettering himself, thereby in- 
creasing his sales without increasing his costs. 

In this series of practical instruction on the easy 
way to learn show-card writing we offer every be- 
ginner the suggestions of a master of this essential 
business art. 

Plate No. 6 shows a very simple alphabet for the 
beginner known as “show card italic.” It is an im- 
provement on the shipping-clerk’s or box-marker’s 
lettering and can best be executed with a No. 8 red 
sable lettering brush. 

The brush is held in a slanting position, similar 
to a pencil in back-hand writing. Begin by prac- 
tising circles or the letter “O” as at the bottom of 
Plate No. 6 and don’t give up the ship if you cannot

“get it” the first six times. You will not fail to. 


get the swing of it with practice. 

It is not necessary to use the finest grade of 
cardboard or half-tone paper to practice on. The 
cheapest grade of wrapping paper will answer just 
as well. Always draw the horizontal lines with

pencil as a guide to keep all letters the same height. 
The pencil marks may be erased with art gum. 


Be Careful in Spacing 


i HE spacing of words on a card is equally as im- 
portant as the formation of the letters. No 
matter how well a show card is lettered it is a 
failure if poorly spaced. A pencil line drawn 
through the center of card will help you divide the 
lettering equally and make spacing more accurate. 
Plate No. 7 shows poor spacing and layout, while 
Plate No. 8 shows the correct way to space similar 
lettering.

the Keynote 


Aid to Nation Uppermost in Great Annual 
Convention of Oklahoma Hardware 


and Implement Association 


RESIDENT A. W. KAVANAUGH’S message, 
P a patriotic appeal for thorough co-operation 
among retailers, was the keynote speech of the 
annual convention of the Oklahoma Hardware and 
Implement Association held in the Skirvin Hotel, 
Oklahoma City, Dec. 4-6. Serious purpose was re- 
flected in the entertainment features as well as in 
the business sessions. It was a great gathering, 
but it was a wartime gathering. With many 
younger hardware men offering their lives for their 
country, it was natural that much thought was 
given by Oklahoma retailers to the problem, “How 
can we serve the nation best?” 
Some pertinent possibilities for worth-while serv- 
ice are suggested in President Kavanaugh’s mes- 
sage, which follows: 


The President’s Message 


INCE our last convention one year ago the pages 

of history have been turning rapidly. In the short 
space of twelve months have occurred some of the most 
momentous happenings in the history of our country. 
If one year ago an attempt had been made to fore- 
cast the future and some one had prophesied the things 
that have happened he would have been ridiculed. Few 
they were who thought our cuuntry would become en- 
gulfed in war, but once in the war no one believed 
possible the splendid way in which our President, our 
Congress and: our citizens have each shouldered their 
responsibilities. Our people have always been peace 
loving, and to suddenly take upon themselves the bur- 
den of a world war was a tremendous change. 

How well they have answered the call can best be 
understood when we consider that in the short space 
of seven months our Congress has appropriated $21,- 
000,000,000 for the year’s expense. It has passed the 
Conscription Bill. It is building a tremendously big 
navy and a monstrous fleet of airships. Our citizens 
with unsurpassed patriotism have contributed, $60,000,- 
000 to the Y. M. C. A., Knights of Columbus and other 
kindred organizations. They have purchased over 
$6,000,000,000 worth of Liberty bonds. They signed 
the food pledge cards, pledging the saving of food- 
stuffs; have agreed to practise and are practising the 
policy of food conservation. 

The spirit of sacrifice has touched the heart of the 
nation, and it is with a full knowledge of this spirit 
and an ardent desire to co-operate that we should 
enter into the discussions of this convention. 

Mr. Hoover has said that the great world war will 

finally be won upon the battlefield of food; that the 
nations that can keep their soldiers well fed will 
eventually be crowned with the laurel wreath of vic- 
tory. 
Mr. Hoover, the general-in-chief of the food armies of 
our nation, is arranging the plan of battle. He has 
commanded that the front line trenches be occupied by 
the farmers and stockmen, and that the implement in- 
dustry back him up and keep them supplied with heavy 
artillery. ; 


Insufficient Implements for Farmers 


UR farmers, both from patriotic reasons and from 
financial ones, are ready to “go over the top,” and 
raise the largest crop possible. As they make their 
stand we must protect them by the barrage fire of serv- 
ice, plenty of repairs and a sufficient. stock of new ma- 
chines. Our line of communications must be kept open 
at whatever cost. 
The farming area is a large one. Farms dot the 
prairies all the way from Mexico to Canada, and the 
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problem of distributing an insufficient supply of imple- 
ments so that each needy farm will be properly cared 
for is a large one. 

The Government has recognized the seriousness of the 
situation and has placed the implement manufacturers 
upon the preferred list. This was accomplished after 
the long efforts and after much time had been spent in 
Washington by the manufacturers and representatives 
of the retail associations and other men prominent in 
the agricultural field. 

We do not know just how far this work preferred will 
carry us. We may or may not have sufficient imple- 
ments to supply the demand. If not, then some of us in 
some part of the country will have to get along with- 
out them. Let us see to it that that part is not Okla- 
homa. 

The implement manufacturers may be able to obtain 
steel and may be able to furnish a certain quantity of 
implements, but upon the shoulders of the retail dealers 
will rest the-task of attending to the distribution. 

The difficulties of freight transportation, the shortage 
of cars, the uncertainties of the steel situation and the 
high prices of all commodities has caused a large num- 
ber of our dealers to be somewhat timid in placing 
orders and in contracting for their 1918 requirements. 

It is well to be prudent, but our farms must be sup- 

lied. Of what avail has been the long efforts made 
xy the implement fraternity to have the implement 
manufacturers placed on the preferred list if the retail 
dealers do not buy and stock the goods? It would seem 
to be the clear-cut duty of the dealer to order and ship 
in at as early a date as possible whatever number of 
implements that in his judgment his trade can use. No 
more and no less. This is not the time to hesitate be- 
cause of price uncertainties. Our boys over in France 
are taking a chance. Surely we can do not less. 


Discussion of Prices 


A FEW words about retail prices. In view of the fact 
that a great many of our daily papers as well as a 
few politicians have attacked the retail dealers as a 
class and severely criticized them as being “profit 
hogs” and various other uncomplimentary names and 
told the farmers that the retail dealer was robbing them 
and that he, the farmer, was getting the worst of the 
bargain with wheat at $2 a bushel, it might be well to 
discuss the question a few minutes. 

To begin with, prices of hardware and implements 
have not advanced as much since war broke out in Au- 
gust, 1914, as have the products of the farms. A farmer 
can bring to town a load of wheat, a load of corn, broom 
corn, cotton, cattle, hogs or other products and take 
home with him more hardware and implements than he 
could in the years before August, 1914. 

This is not properly understood by many of our 
farmer friends and a failure to make the proper price 
comparison has resulted in many farmers not buying 
badly needed goods, that they otherwise would buy, and 
have made them more or less dissatisfied with the Gov- 
ernment. 

In 1914 a 7-ft. binder sold for $165. Before war was 
declared 75 cents for a bushel of wheat was considered 
a good price. It would take 220 bushels at 75 cents a 
bushel to pay for the binder. This year 220 bushels of 
wheat would buy the same binder at the prevailing 

rice of $185 and the farmer would have $255 left that 
oa could apply on his new Super-Six. 

The twine that sold in 1914 for 12% cents a pound 
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with a bushel of wheat buying six pounds, could be 
bought for 20 cents per pound and a bushel bought

e have no argument with the farmers because of 
their dissatisfaction over the price set for wheat, and 
it would be money in our pockets if both the wheat and 
and other farmers could get high prices for their prod- 
ucts. But we do want to Gualioaine the fact that 
hardware and implements are cheaper when compared 
to farm products than they were before the war, and 
that there is no reason why the farmer should not buy 
the implements and supplies that he is in need of just 
the same as he would in normal times. 


Urge Implement Repairs 


I repeat, he should buy the implements and supplies 
that he is in need of, and by this I mean that every 
farmer who owns a machine that can be economically 
repaired and that will give usual service after it is re- 
paired should be urged to repair it, and should not be 
solicited to buy a new machine. 

On the other hand, with labor scarce and with time 
being one of the essentials, the use of labor and time- 
saving machinery is a necessity. In the face of a short- 
age of farm labor, we must raise more grain and other 
foodstuffs. As both a time and labor-saver the tractor 
has’ proven its worth. The Government has recognized 
this and is as a war measure co-operating with tractor 
manufacturers to assure an adequate output. Farmers 
who own land that is adapted to tractor farming should 
be urged to buy tractors. The logical man to do the 
urging is the implement dealer. In the argument as to 
who should handle and sell tractors, the implement man 
has away the best of the argument. Tractors should 
be sold by the man who sells the implements to be pulled 
by the tractors, and the implement dealer who induces 
the farmer of his locality to buy tractors and other time 
and labor-saving tools will be rendering a service to his 
‘een, and his country. And, as he solicits the 
business, he can ask the 1918 price with a clear con- 
science, and with the knowledge that when the payment 
is made in the products of the farm that it will take less 
of the products to pay for the goods than in any year 
before the war. 


How 


TS hardware and implement dealer has not been 
following the market in his selling prices, and in 
this he is subject to severe criticism. ery few have 
been marking their goods upwards as the price ad- 
vanced, and many have been selling their wares at a 
less price than they could be replaced for. This is 
wrong as we will find when the price starts going the 
other way. When prices drop we will all be forced to 
follow the market. 

But this fact relieves the hardware and implement 
dealer of any charge of profiteering or of attempting 
to take advantage of the unusual market conditions. 

However, now that the price of steel and iron has 
been fixed by the Government, it would seem that the 
prices of most of the hardware and implement commodi- 
ties should become more or less stabilized and the good 
business man should revise his-selling prices so as to 
conform to the 1918 prices as made by the jobbers and 
manufacturers. These prices should ‘. just as low as 
it is possible to make them, and still leave a fair mar- 
gin of profit. 

In addition to making the price right, the terms should 
be shortened as much as possible. Long terms have 
been a detriment both to the manufacturers, retailer 
and the farmer, and should be brought as near to a cash 
basis as —, 

Right here I want to add a few words of praise for 
the part the leading farm papers of the country have 
been taking in educating their readers to the necessity 
of paying higher prices for their implements. These 
papers have been telling the farmers the truth, instead 
= misleading them in the belief that prices will be 
ower. 


About Selling Prices? 


Boost for Trade Press 


WE. also owe much to our own trade papers and 
should show our appreciation of the service they 
render by at least keeping our names upon their sub- 
scription lists. With the rapidly changing conditions 
a full knowledge of what is going on in the hardware 
and implement world is very necessary and the editors 
of the trade papers have been doing their part in dis- 
tributing the information. 

There never was a time when it would prove more 
beneficial for dealers to meet and talk over the prob- 
lems that confront them. One of the very best means 
of doing this is through a local club. The changes that 
are necessary to meet the new conditions can best be 
talked over at these local meetings than at any other 
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place. There are too few local clubs in Oklahoma and 
when we consider the good that can be accomplished 
it would seem that an opportunity was being neglected. 
To those who contemplate a local organization, I would 
suggest not more than four regular meetings a year, and 
that these meetings be held around a banquet table—a 
Hooverized banquet table, and that the cost of the sup- 
per be paid out of the club’s treasury. Special meetings 
can be called as occasion requires. I know of one club 
that has been conducted on this plan for three years, 
and with the yearly dues set at $6 per firm, and with 
over sixteen firms as members, not one has ever with- 
drawn from the club. Some of the firms bring their 
entire sales force to these meetings and they have been 
so interesting that sometimes it is long past midnight 
before adjournment. 

I hope that before the next convention we will have 
more such organizations. And, I also hope that before 
next we meet that this terrible war will have been tri- 
umphantly won, and in order to help bring about that 
much to be desired result every hardware and implement 
man should pledge anew every ounce of strength and 
every dollar he possesses to the service of our country. 
Of what use would money be if it was to go to pay 
tribute to a tyrant master? Of what use our strengt 
of body if it were to be used in slavery? The imple- 
ment dealer has his place in the scheme of things and 
in the battle for food that is on, and that may continue 
for years, he has an important part. Let us all enter 
into the fight to win. 


Secretary’s Report 


A YEAR of definite and profitable association ac- 

tivity was reflected in the annual report of 
Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Porch. His report fol- 
lows: 

The present conditions, brought about by the world’s 
war, place upon us as hardware and implement dealers 
the heaviest responsibility we have ever known, that of 
keeping up the supplies necessary for the production of 
a good food supply far in excess of the production of 
the past. I believe you will agree that the time of this 
convention should not be taken up with pretty speeches 
or long reports of the officers and visitors. Rather 
should we spend every minute of the time in getting in 
closer touch with the manufacturer and jobber who are 
to supply the goods needed and the traffic men who are 
to take care of the transportation under the worst con- 
ditions imaginable. In this way we may familiarize 
ourselves with’ conditions with which we have to 
struggle and begin in time to do our part so that we 
will not be bringing up the rear with our part in this, 
the greatest of wars. 

Therefore, I shall endeayor to give you a very brief 
report of the work of this association since the meeting 
of December, 1916. 

Acting under the desire expressed by the members at 
the 1916 convention, that we hold the annual conven- 
tion of 1917 at McAlester, Okla., the executive commit- 
tee took the matter under advisement, since upon us 
rests the duty of fixing the time and place of these 
meetings, and after going into the merits of the case 
thoroughly, we decided that it would not be wise to 
hold the annual meeting at a place which was not more 
nearly the center of the state and easily accessible to 
all dealers of Oklahoma. We decided to hold a mid- 
summer meeting and in this way determine if the hold- 
ing of two conventions would prove advantageous to the 
association and to the members of the different sections 
of the state. 


The Summer Convention 


HE convention was one of the best we have ever 

held, the only factor lacking being the attendance 
of the dealers to enjoy the best line of educational talks 
and as good an entertainment as has been provided for 
a convention within the ten years that I have been at- 
tending these meetings. Naturally we did not expect 
a large attendance from the western part of the state, 
but we had hoped to meet several hundred of the dealers 
who had not favored us with their presence at Okia- 
homa City conventions in the past. In this we were 
considerably disappointed, since only a few faces were 
in evidence. However, we find that this meeting has 
had its effect and that we are securing many new mem- 
bers as the result, so that eventually we will have a 
much larger percentage of the dealers from that section 
of the state with us in the work. 

The citizens of McAlester, headed by Fred C. Russell 
and his able staff, proved themselves the best hosts, 
and the “stranger within their gates” was not long a 
stranger, for at every turn we were met by some one 
who was busy showing every visitor the bright side of

life and the many attractions of McAlester. They 
seemed to be able to put the “personal touch” into every 
act, making each of us feel that he was a special guest, 
being treated just a little better than anyone else. As 
one Oklahoma City traveler remarked, “This is the first 
town I was ever in where I am not allowed to pay for a 
taxi. Your convention badge takes you everywhere, 
even to the penitentiary.” 

The campaign for membership has been carried on 
during the year by the secretary, assisted by Mr. Clark 
during the early months, with rather queer results. We 
have added eighty-one new names to the rolls but have 
lost almost as many by changes: in business, besides 
seventeen dropped for non-payment of dues, so that 
the net result leaves us practically where we started at 
the first of the year—just below the five hundred mark. 
However, almost every dealer is taking advantage of the 
insurance feature which means that we are a solid 
organization. Only twenty-four have failed to pay 1917 
— a these will be dropped if not reinstated before 

an. 1. 


Spirit of Unrest 


N going over the territory and visiting some of the 

local clubs, I found a considerable spirit of unrest and 
uncertainty as to prices and supplies, since the mail 
order houses who had recently secured control of old 
established implement factories were advertising to the 
consumers at prices below those quoted by the legiti- 
mate manufacturers to the dealer. This, of course, was 
demoralizing trade conditions and many dealers did not 
see their way clear to contract for 1918 supplies at the 
figures, then the word went out that the Poleeat Board 
had “cut the price of steel in half,” which added to 
this uncertainty. Under this sort of condition it looked 
as if we were not going to have a sufficient supply of 
implements in the l.ands of the dealers for the coming 
season and we of the program committee deemed it 
important that the entire matter should be threshed 
out at this meeting and get every dealer settled down 
to business. If the manufacturer’s position was wrong 
we wanted him to explain and get right and if he were 
right we wanted it made clear to all of us so we would 
get busy and protect our trust before too late. For this 
reason and this only was the question brought up and 
I trust that the result will be what was desired. 

We know that it is impossible to depend on shipments 
reaching us in an ordinary length of time so we must 
order stock well ahead. e know that prevailing prices 
are going to remain high for some time, so all that is 
necessary is to buy in a reasonable quantity so as to 
have a supply for our trade and still not take a chance 
on an overstock to be affected by the decline which 
will eventually come. We should keep close to the mar- 
ket, as everyone else is doing—we will have someone 
‘else to tell us to keep close to the market when it is 
declining. 


Bargain Insurance 


UR insurance department has done good work with 
an increasing volume during the year so that the 
savings to be returned to our members in 1918 will ex- 
ceed $30,000, a neat little sum to be handed back as a 
resent without an effort on the part of the dealer. 
his amount is less than one-third of what it should be 
and it is a puzzle to me why so many dealers fail to 
take advantage of this feature, for we all recognize 
fire insurance as a commoditv to be purchased on the 
market the same as wire or’ nails and we know what 
would happen to the steel company that would adver- 
tise nails at one-half the market price. An extra office 
force to open the mail would be needed. 

With our expenses running double on every side, this 
is a mighty good place to practise economy, and we are 
ready to take care of a longer line than ever, having 
connected up with the third company and can now write 
up to $20,000 in a block in protected towns. 

Go over your policies when you reach home and figure 
for yourself what it means in dollars and cents, then 
write the secretary. Remember also that the commis- 
sions from this insurance is the source of revenue that 
makes it possible to keep a secretary on the job as 
his salary otherwise would not pay the grocer at the 
present prices. 

Our traffic department has done very little during 
the year on account of illness in the familvw of Mr. 
Bridges, which kept him away from his office for sev- 
eral months, then besides you members have failed to 
send in bills since he has been back on the job. Don’t 
figure this part of the work from the little amount you 
receive from the collection of the small overcharges, 
but rather from the results in a moral way. If we had 
not done this work for the past several years you would 
still be standing the heavy overcharges which were so 
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much in evidence. If we keep it up the amount is going 
to decrease steadily, for the railroads are keeping close 
behind their agents and educating them to avoid errors 
in the future. 

Only two complaints have come to us during the year 
and strange to 4 both are on the same manufacturer. 
The secretary took up the usual line of inquiry on these 
cases, but since the matter has not been settled to the 
satisfaction of the dealers complaining, I trust it will 
be taken up by the committee while all are here in 
attendance and threshed out with the manager of the 
house, which is a local one. ' 


Legislative Matters 


EGISLATIVE matters have not been at all satisfac- 
tory during the year owing to the fact that the only 
measure we backed at the last session of the Legislature 
was bitterly oy ey by certain manufacturers and job- 
bers as well as by a few automobile dealers, who claimed 
that the provisions of the “Oregon peddlers’ law” would 
work a hardship on them. We made a fight as best we 
could with the support of a part of the jobbing interests. 
I suggest that a committee be appointed to confer 
with committees of the other organizations and see if a 
measure can be drawn so that it will fit all classes and 
sput the tax where it belongs, for it is a shame on the 
government of this or any other state to allow a flock 
of parasites to overrun the state and take advantage of 
conditions we have created and pay no tax whatever 
for the privilege. If this is not done a fight will be 
staged at the next session just the same as at the last 
and I assure you such a condition is anything but pleas- 
ant besides being expensive. 

My trip to the national convention at St. Louis was 
both ene and instructive, for this was by far the 
best business convention it has been my privilege to 
attend. However, since both Mr. Reed and. Mr. Bork- 
lund are on hand to tell you about that convention I will 
leave it up to them. 

The continued hearty and loyal support of the Okla- 
homa City manufacturers and jobbers, as well as a 
large number of our friends located in other cities, is 
shown by the program edition of the Merchants’ News 
and by the royal entertainment they have planned for 
us during this meeting. The traveling meh are also 
doing their part and are entitled to your consideration. 
I wish you would go through the program and then 
take the time to look up the sample rooms of each one 
of these advertisers. You will learn something at each 
and the gentlemen in charge will appreciate your visit. 


Miscellaneous Matters 


hae program for this meeting has been a difficult 
one to make up since we have had so many changes 
to make from the first arrangements—many speakers 
who were to fill places have been called away on special 
missions in eonnection with the war work of the nation 
and others have been called to fill the gaps for us, but 
I feel confident that you will find the meeting up to the 
standard in every respect. 

Please remember that the “Exchange Service” is still 
working and that we appreciate your sending in your 
list of dead stock and stickers not later than the fif- 
teenth of each month so we can run it for you. It is 
not only of value to you, but in many cases the other 
dealer is glad to have an opportunity to take the goods 
off your hands—my personal experience confirms this 
statement since I have found several little lots of dead 
stock in the houses of other merchants that proved good 
sellers for our own business and at a money-making 
figure for both ourselves and the party selling to us. 

This closes the sixth year of my services as your 
secretary and I trust that the conduct of the office has 
met with your approval—if not, I shall po appre- 
ciate your telling me and not the other fellow. Friendly 
criticism is the one thing that will improve the work of 
any man and in case I have failed to do work as you 
think I should have done, or have managed some matter 
in a way that did not meet with your entire approval, it 
is your duty to tell me and give that assistance in 
improving the service and squaring myself before you 
as members. 

Your support in the work has been appreciated and 
I trust that in the future you will extend to your secre- 
tary, whoever he may be, even better co-operation so 
that he may accomplish more than has been done in the 
past. 


Patriotic Resolutions Adopted 


Ts spirit of the convention was garnered, com- 
pressed and permanently preserved in the form 
of resolutions which were proposed at the final 
session by the following resolutions committee: F. E. 
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Herring, E. B. Ellard, T. W. Lemmon, G. D. Dudley, 
J. R. Smith. The resolutions adopted follow: 


Whereas our country is at this time actively engaged 
in ‘the great world war, in which not only its honor and 
the position it holds among other nations of the earth 
is involved, but where the perpetuity of its existence is 
at stake: 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we, the Oklahoma 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, hereby endorse the na- 
tional administration for the high and noble position 
it has taken in resenting the brutal conduct of Ger- 
many, in the swiftness in which it is making prepara- 
tion to carry on the war, and everything it has done 
concerning the matters and things pertaining to the 
present critical conditions that prevail, and pledge the 
most hearty support of this association. 


Legislation 


We are willing and glad to share in that portion of 
the war tax represented in the increased postage rate, 
but we regard as discriminatory and unfair the provi- 
sion which exempts mail order catalogs from their just 
share of this burden. 

We regard trading stamps as a wholly wasteful tax 
on the profits of the retailer, a useless item in the 
cost of doing business and a superfluous and needless 
expense to the consumer. 

e therefore recommend that our Legislative Com- 
mittee endeavor to secure the enactment of a law pro- 
hibiting the use of trading stamps in Oklahoma. 

Be it resolved, that we reaffirm our previous en- 
dorsements of the principle of price stabilization as 
embodied in the seed Stephens bill, in the belief 
that such a policy is for the protection of the public 
as well as in the interest of producers and distributors. 
For years well-known trade-marked merchandise has 
been used by certain dealers for price-cutting purposes, 
not with the altruistic object of benefiting the public, 
but rather of leading the public to believe that similar 
savings might be had in connection with all other mer- 
chandise to be found in the advertisers’ stores. The 
result of this practice has been to give the public a 
false idea of values and to create suspicion and preju- 
dice against the merchant who tries to serve his cus- 
tomers honestly and efficiently, with a fair profit for 
his service. As much evidence has recently been pre- 
sented to the Federal Trade Commission tending to 
show the selfish motives animating the price-cutters, 
and that public interests will be best served by a price 
stabilizing policy, the Oklahoma Retail Hardware and 
Implement Association, in convention assembled, urges 
the Federal Trade Commission to recommend to Con- 
gress the passage of such legislation in harmony with 
the price stabilizing principle as will assure the con- 
sumer of standard quality, honest values and fair deal- 
ing, and the merchant reasonable compensation for his 
service to the public; a measure not to destroy compe- 
tition, but that will place marketing upon a saner basis 
and better serve the interests of producer, distributor 
and consumer by eliminating, to a large extent, some 
of the present seriously harmful competitive methods. 

Resolved, that the recent decision of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States of America, to 

conduct a Bureau of Business Economics, be heartily 
commended by the Oklahoma Retail Hardware and 
Implement Association, in the belief that the efficient 
conduct of this bureau will do much to counteract the 
false economic theories which have been so productive 
of business misunderstanding and social unrest and 
discord; and that we urge for the bureau thoughtful 
research and study of community and merchandising 
problems and the recommendation and publication of 
such policies and standards as will bring greater co- 
ordination, economy and efficiency to distributive meth- 
ods and develop that spirit of co-operation among all 
community forces so essential to community betterment. 


Local Clubs 


We especially commend the local clubs organizations 
and we respectfully urge our secretary to urgently use 
his efforts to enlarge the number of clubs and to educate 
each community of dealers to the necessity of local 
club work. 

Whereas, the officers of the Oklahoma Hardware 
Association have so far advanced the association that 
it has become an institution of education and learning 
to the dealers of the state; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we commend our 
worthy secretary and officers and their efforts to make 
this association just what it should be for the better- 
ment of conditions that interest each of us.

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Webb Bill Will Soon Be a Law—Brief Digest of Important Provisions of 
Export Combination Measure 


By W. L. CROUNSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24, 1917. 

ENATOR ALBERT BAIRD CUMMINS, of 
S tows, backed by a little squad of fellow ob- 

structionists, has prevented the President 
from giving the business men of the country a 
Christmas present in the form of the Webb ex- 
port combination law, notwithstanding the fact 
that that measure went sailing through the Senate 
last week by a vote of 5 to 1. The amendments 
forced into the bill by its opponents in committee 
and on the floor have made it necessary to send 
the measure to conference and before action could 
be taken by that body this hardworking Congress 
of ours has drifted off into a fifteen-day holiday 
recess. 

The delay, however vexatious, is but temporary, 
and the Conference Committee will probably re- 
port a satisfactory agreement soon after the re- 
cess and under the new law the business men of 
the country may begin the New Year with a fine 
batch of those good resolutions which are popu- 
larly supposed to be employed as pavement for the 
domain of His Satanic Majesty. In this case, 
however, it is to be hoped that the good resolu- 
tions will prove more satisfactory than those that 
frequently usher in the New Year and that the 
business community as a whole will reap real 
benefits from this long delayed but very welcome 
legislation. 

A request to tell the readers of HARDWARE AGE 
just how the Webb bill will operate has reached 
me from several readers of this column and I 
therefore hasten to present an abstract of its lead- 
ing features. Business men in all lines should 
understand the measure, for, directly and indi- 
rectly, it will affect the entire commerce of the 
country. 

The necessity for the passage of the Webb bill 
grew out of the fact that, ever since the enactment 
of the Sherman law, and especially since the Clay- 
ton act was placed on the statute books in 1914, 
there has been much diversity of opinion among 
the most experienced lawyers as to whether the 
anti-trust laws of the United States extended into 
foreign territory and operated to prevent the mak- 
ing of combinations among American manufac- 
turers and merchants for the extension of for- 
eign trade only. Experts in anti-trust legislation 
were about equally divided on this important 
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question, the result being that associations of 
business men, formed for the purpose of utilizing 
common selling agencies abroad and of otherwise 
combining their facilities for the exploitation of 
foreign trade, found it exceedingly difficult to 
finance their operations. 


Bankers Wouldn’t Lend Money to Exporters 


ANKERS are among the most cold-blooded of 

the genus homo and there’s a popular supersti- 
tion that ice water, rather than blood, runs in 
their veins. This may be a calumny, but anyhow 
very few of the big banking institutions have been 
willing to lend money to business men who ap- 
parently’ were taking the risk of violating the 
laws of the United States in banding themselves 
together to go out for foreign trade. 

Under these circumstances legislation was im- 
perative. The Webb bill, therefore, was drafted 
by the Federal Trade Commission. Every reader 
of Hardware Age knows the rest. 

The export trade bill, which will become a law 
early in the new year, provides in its principal 
section that nothing in the Sherman act “shall be 
construed as declaring to be illegal an associa- 
tion entered into for the sole purpose of engaging 
in export trade and actually engaged solely in 
such export trade, or an agreement made or act 
done in the course of export trade by such asso- 
ciation, provided such association, agreement, or 
act is not in restraint of trade within the United 
States, and is not in restraint of the export trade 
of any domestic competitor of such association.” 

A proviso added to this section is now before 
the Conference Committee. As passed by the 
House it stipulated 
“that such association does not, either in the United 
States or elsewhere, enter into any agreement, under- 
standing, or conspiracy, or do any act which artificially 
or intentionally and unduly enhances prices within the 
United States of commodities of the class exported by 
such association.” 

Senate Amends Bill 

The Senate did not like this language and struck 
out the words “intentionally and unduly” making 
the latter part of the clause prohibit combinations 
“the natural effect of which enhances or depresses 
prices within the United States.” 

Another section of the Webb bill provides that 
nothing contained in the Clayton act 
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“shall be construed to forbid the acquisition or owner- 
ship by any corporation of the whole or any part of 
the stock or other capital of any corporation organized 
solely for the purpose of engaging in export trade, and 
actually engaged solely in such export trade, unless the 
effect of such acquisition or ownership may be to re- 
strain trade or substantially lessen competition within 
the United States.” 


Under this provision any corporation could or- 
ganize a subsidiary concern for the purpose of 
developing foreign trade and own its stock in 
spite of the provisions of the Clayton act. 

Section 4 of the Webb law extends the prohibi- 
tions of the Federal Trade Commission act to “un- 
fair methods of competition used in export trade 
against competitors engaged in export trade, even 
though the acts constituting such unfair methods 
are done without the territorial jurisdiction of 
the United States.” There is some question as to 
the constitutionality of this provision, the law- 
yers who did not think it necessary to pass 
the Webb bill, on the ground that the Sherman 
and Clayton acts had no jurisdiction abroad, nat- 
urally taking the position that if the American 
Congress cannot legislate as to foreign countries 
it cannot prohibit so-called “unfair competition” 
therein. However that may be, provision can do 
no harm. ; 

What Webb Law Combinations May Do 
B rel exactly what must be done by an associa- 
tion of American citizens seeking to take ad- 
vantage of the Webb law is fully set forth in the 
following provision: 


“Sec. 5. That every association now engaged solely 
in export trade, within sixty days after the passage of 
this Act, and every association entered into hereafter 
which engages solely in export trade, within thirty days 
after its creation, shall file with the Federal Trade 
Commission a verified written statement setting forth 
the location of its offices or places of business and the 
names and addresses of all its officers and of all its 
stockholders or members, and if a corporation, a copy 
of its certificate or articles of incorporation and by- 
laws, and if unincorporated,-a copy of its articles or 
contract of association, and on the first day of January 
of each year thereafter it shall make a like statement 
of the location of its offices or places of business and 
the names and addresses of all its officers and of all 
its stockholders or members and of all amendments to 
and changes in its articles or certificate of incorpora- 
tion or in its articles or contract of association. It 
shall also furnish to the commission such information 
as the commission may require as to its organization, 
business, conduct, practices, management, and relation 
to other associations, corporations, partnerships, and 
individuals. 

“Any Association which shall fail so to do shall not 
have the benefit of the provisions of section 2 and sec- 
tion 3 of this Act, and it shall also forfeit to the United 
States the sum of $100 for each and every day of the 
continuance of such failure, which forfeiture shall be 
payable into the Treasury of the United States, and 
shall be recoverable in a civil suit in the name of the 
United States brought in the district where the asso- 
ciation has its principal office, or in any district in 
which it shall do business. It shall be the duty of the 
various district attorneys, under the direction of the 
Attorney General of the United States, to prosecute 
for the recovery of the forfeiture. The costs and ex- 
penses of such prosecution shall be paid out of the 
appropriation for the expenses of the courts of the 
United States.” 


Trade Commission on Guard 


VERY carefully drawn feature of the Webb 

bill clothes the Federal Trade Commission with 
power, whenever it has reason to believe that an 
association, or any act committed by an association, 
is in restraint of trade within the United States, 
or in restraint of the export trade of any domestic 
competitor of such association, to “summons such 
association, its officers and agents, to appear before 
it, and thereafter conduct an investigation into the 
alleged violations of law.” If it shall appear that 


the law has been violated, the commission may make 
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recommendations to such association for the read- 
justment of its organization, business, conduct, prac- 
tices or management in order that they may com- 
ply with the law. If such association fails to at once 
follow the recommendations of the commission the 
commission is directed to refer its findings and 
recommendations to the Attorney General of the 
United States for such action as he may deem 
proper. 

It would be difficult, if not impossible, for Con- 
gress to have enacted a legislative measure that 
would have met the present situation more com- 
pletely than has been done in the Webb bill. The 
necessity for federal aid to meet the government- 
assisted combinations of Europe has long been a 
crying one, but under the Webb bill American pro- 
ducers will be able to enter foreign markets shoul- 
der to shoulder and demand their fair share of 
business, with a reasonable expectation of getting it. 

But in spite of the radical provisions of the ex- 
port bill it is so safeguarded that no injury what- 
ever can be suffered by any domestic interest as 
the result of the combinations legalized. As a 
whole, therefore, the bill is a fine example of what 
Congress can do under intelligent guidance, and the 
business men of the country should find it of great 
assistance in holding the foreign business they have 
secured during the war and in extending the field 
for American manufactures when the war is over. 

Just how the American manufacturer should re- 
gard the export-trade outlook while the war is on 
is set forth as a salient feature of the annual report 
of Chief Burwell S. Cutler of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, which has just been made 
public here. There is a fine note of patriotism in 
it that will be echoed by every right-thinking Amer- 
ican merchant. 

“The event of transcending importance to the foreign 
trade of the country during 1917 was the entrance of 
the United States into the war,” says Mr. Cutler. 
“From the beginning of the war to the time of our 
entrance into it the business of the American manu- 
facturer and exporter was to make the most of new 
opportunities in the markets of non-belligerent coun- 
tries, to take wise and needful steps in preparation for 
trade after the war, and to sell munitions and supplies 
to the bclligerents. 

“These were legitimate activities. 
to the industrial life of the nation. 

F Trade to “Win the War” 

“But when we entered the war the perspective 
changed. Trade with our way associates assumed a 
new, a different, a much greater significance in our 
eyes. 

“It became primarily a means of winning the war 
rather than of winning profits. It became a link be- 
tween the greater storehouse in the world and the 
European nations with whom we had cagt our lot in 
the world struggle. 

“Our attitude toward the markets in non-belligerent 
countries has also changed as a matter of course. 
Trade with them must now be conducted with a careful 
and patriotic deference to the successful prosecution 
of the war. 

“Preparations that we make to hold our place in 
those markets and to expand our opportunities must 
be made for the time being with strict reference to 
policies which govern our political relations. However, 
it is confidently expected that our trade with South 
America, the Far East, South Africa and with Aus- 
tralia will not be too seriously interfered with and that 
we may reap in the future the benefits of having cul- 
tivated those markets so assiduously and intelligently 
during the past few years. Important as it is that 
we hold our own advantage in these and other markets, 
we must not lose sight of the fact that all such advan- 
tages are likely to disappear if we do not come out of 
the war victoriously.” 

Mr. Cutler reviews exhaustively the foreign trade 
of the country during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1917, which, in spite of the war, was the banner 
year in our history. Our export trade, especially, 
surpassed the dreams of any foreign-trade expert, 
and promises to be exceeded during the current year. 


They were vital 
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Bureau a Help to Business Men 


R. CUTLER calls special attention to the in- 

creased extent to which foreign markets have 
been studied through the agency of traveling spe- 
cial agents. At the beginning of the fiscal year 
there were 13 such agents in the employ of the 
bureau, while at the close of the year this staff 
had been doubled. The information collected by 
these agents helps American manufacturers to ex- 
tend their trade now, and is also aimed to help 
them prepare for trade after the war. 

Before he entered the bureau Mr. Cutler was 
president of a large manufacturing concern, and in 
his report he confesses that as a practical business 
man and exporter he entertained “an instinctive 
skepticism regarding the efficiency in organization 
and productive capacity of a Government bureau 
as compared with the highly organized forces char- 
acteristic of large private enterprises, for this is a 
feeling all too common among business men.” 

He now declares that the current misapprehension 
of the value of the bureau is based on ignorance of 
its activities, and he adds that he wishes to “em- 
phasize the conviction that the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce is a genuinely producing 
agency, will organized, and calculated to assist our 
manufacturers and merchants in ways eminently 
useful.”

House Passes Post Office Bill 
T= annual Post Office appropriation bill went 
humming through the House during the past 
week, and while a great many members did a lot of 
hard thinking about its provisions it was not 
amended in any important particular. Mr. Burle- 
son’s little scheme for raising the weight limits of 
parcels-post packages was not seriously considered. 
Chairman Moon, however, gave an ominous warn- 
ing to his colleagues that at some future date he 
will present a special measure transferring the 
rural free delivery from a salary to a contract basis, 
in accordance with the Postmaster General’s earnest 
recommendations. According to Mr. Moon, although 
we have become so accustomed to thinking in billions 
that small economies seem negligible, nevertheless 
an opportunity to save $20,000,000 without detract- 
ing in any way from the quality of the rural mail 
service ought not to be overlooked. 

On this point Mr. Moon made a little speech, using 
as his text the interesting fact that the R. F. D. 
last year cost $52,000,000, while the postal receipts 
of the entire rural service, including every dollar 
that can possibly be traced to this source, amounted 
to only $17,000,000, leaving a husky deficit of no 
less than $35,000,000. 

“We have 43,000 rural routes,” said Mr. Moon. “The 
average pay of a rural carrier for a year’s work is 
about $1,175. Each carrier, on an average, works 
during the year a little less than four hours a day. 

“Now, it would seem that from a business standpoint 
there ought to be some readjustment of this service. 
It hardly looks proper that the average daily service 
should be not longer than four hours and that the 
average yearly pay should be $1,175, yet that is true. 


Wants to Change System 


“On the other hand, the equipment that the rural 
carrier has to use is very costly now, and the money 
that he has to pay out for the care of his horses is 
greater than it ever has been, and the cost of his living 
is greater than it ever has been. I am not here to 


suggest that the rural carrier shall not have more 
compensation; but, regardless of the interest that I feel 
in these employees, I believe it is due to the people of 
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the United States that in a legislative bill upon this 
subject there should be some change in the system. 

“There is no legislation on this bill, because it is 
purely an appropriation bill, and new legislation cannot 
be had in this bill. A close estimate of the cost shows 
that this same service could be performed as effectually 
by the contract method at a saving of more than $20,- 
000,000, in comparison with the amount that we are 
now paying. In other words, under the present system 
of carrying the rural mails we are losing $35,000,000 
per annum. 

“If they were carried under a star-route system or 
some system similar to that, and the carriers were paid 
for the time that they actually serve in proportion to 
the amount that they are now receiving or a larger 
figure, there could be a saving to the Government of 
more than $20,000,000. I feel it my duty to call your 
attention to these facts. 

“IT know that nearly every member of this House 
representing a country district—I do not say it offen- 
sively—feels that he is the especial guardian of the 
rural carrier in some way. I want to speak about this 
now before the time comes when you will be excited 
about your carriers, and to ask you to take a little 
interest in the Treasury of the United States. 


A Significant Warning 





“It will be proposed after a while not to take from 
you your carriers but to adjust their pay and compen- 
sate them in proportion to the service that they render 
to the Government under a system of contracts. When 
we are voting billions of money, I call a small economy 
if we can save $20,000,000 on one item, and that is 
something that ought to be thought of. 

“We do not change the appropriation at all for this 
purpose. I only mention the matter now that justice 
may be done to carriers who do the work, and that the 
pay shall be in proportion to the service rendered. 

“T express no opinion now as to the merits of claims 
for reduced or increased compensation of rural carriers. 
We must do justice to them and to the public.” ° 

Before Mr. Moon had completed his remarks there 
were fifty members of the House on the floor de- 
manding to know whether the Post Office Committee 
proposed either to cut down the salaries of rural 
carriers or to change the service from a salaried 
to a contract basis. As soon as he could make him- 
self heard above the clamor, Mr. Moon hastened to 
disclaim any intention of seeking any legislation 
on the subject as a part of the pending appropriation 
bill. 

An Appeal for the Taxpayers 


“The committee,” he declared, “has not and does not 
consider that question in this bill. I am just calling 
your attention to that question, gentlemen, as one that 
might come before you in the future, and I am asking 
you to think of it not only in the interest of the carrier, 
because he must be protected, but in the interest of 
the Government that you represent. 

“T have found upon the floor of this House the wild- 
est madness when a sensible proposition is made in 
reference to these carriers, when nothing could be done 
except to increase their salary, and I want to try to 
tame you down to the point where you can think can- 
didly and honestly for your Government instead of for 
the carrier altogether. Do him justice; do the people 
justice.” 

This was not at all satisfactory to many mem- 
bers of the House, and Mr. Moon was finally driven 
into a corner by the direct question as to whether 
the Post Office Committee was considering the ques- 


. tion of salary readjustment for the R. F. D. Throw- 


ing off all subterfuge, Mr. Moon replied: 


“Yes; I will say to the House, if you will permit me 
in this rather informal manner to discuss the question, 
that there is now a sub-committee of the Committee on 
the Post Office and Post Roads that is taking into con- 
sideration this question affecting the carriers, both the 
rural carriers and the city carriers, as well as post 
office clerks, railway mail clerks and fourth-class post- 
masters, especially and generally all employees of the 
Postal Department, looking to the determination of the 
question where there shall or shall not be an increase 
in salaries, and if an increase, how. Those are ques- 
tions that we have left out of this bill almost exclu- 
sively, and they are proposing to take them up for con- 
sideration in another measure entirely.”

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Regarding Conservation 


of Coal 


ONSERVING coal by improving the effi- 
ciency of its use is the most satisfactory 
way of ameliorating the present fuel 

situation. Two general methods to this end 
were proposed at the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers. 
One of these provides a general educational 
plan for instructing boiler-room firemen and 
disseminating information on boiler oper- 
ation. The other would utilize government 
agencies to coerce wasteful consumers of 
coal to improve their methods. Priority 
regulation of coal deliveries and firemen’s 
licenses subject to cancellation on proved in- 
competency are the agencies suggested. 


Both plans are open to adverse criticism. 
Education is looked upon as slow and ineffi- 
cient in developing immediate improvement. 
Coercion is referred to as a drastic use of au- 
thority not warranted in democratic institu- 
tions. But the question is one of policy and 
the results obtainable must govern the choice 
of method. Education may be slow and neces- 
sarily inefficient, as it depends for results on 
the initiative of those taught; but it may 
prove more profitable than the resort to co- 
ercion which may develop further confusion 
rather than ameliorate the situation. 








Trade Conditions and Iron, 


Steel and Hardware Prices

OT so long ago some jobbers became very conserva- 

tive buyers. They were growing more so because 
of expected lower prices. Some prices have fallen. But, 
decline or no decline, happenings in the trade including 
assemblies of manufacturers with whom merchants 
came in contact, have greatly modified that attitude. 
And so some of the far-sighted wholesalers decided not 
only to buy much more liberally but to see to it so far 
as possible that goods were shipped as quickly as they 
could be moved. 

Large jobbers, one a high executive officer, decided to 
load up and buy as if conditions were more settled, 
with a view to having merchandise on hand which ordi- 
narily they would prefer to receive months later for 
Spring business. Almost every day now there are new 
developments affecting raw materials, fuel, transporta- 
tion by land and sea, more crowded tracks, terminals, 
piers and cars, cancellation of passenger trains and 
other difficulties. 

At frequent intervals the Government suddenly cuts 
loose on commandeering all sorts of products and 
usually these things happen without much if any warn- 
ing to the majority of business men. 

Even now the Government is ready to spend hundreds 
of millions for countless articles that contractors for 
the time being cannot furnish, although mills and fac- 
tories are fast speeding up and gathering increased mo- 
mentum. 

With a first war loan of $2,000,000,000, the second or 
Liberty Loan of $3,000,000,000 which totaled over $4,- 
000,000,000 and a third call soon for a huge sum al- 
ready prematurely announced and this probably only a 
beginning, it is certain that an enormous production is 
under way, not only for our own uses but for our allies. 

With all of this buying under way, requiring stupen- 
dous quantities of iron, steel, copper, brass, tin, alu- 
minum, spelter and other metals, lumber, rubber, tex- 
tiles, foodstuffs and innumerable other commodities, it 
will tax our resources to the utmost and there is no 
visible optimism in Washington regarding the present 
status of the war. 

Just when or how there is going to result, for some 
time anyhow, lower wage scales with living costs ad- 
vancing, it is difficult to comprehend. Some help may 
come from Government price fixing but the result of 
that program is not clear to many business men yet. 
There will probably be much more of the same old story 
of manufacturers under heavy obligations paying 
bonuses for supplies, much as the soaring prices are to 
be regretted, and very detrimental to the nation as a 
whole. 

As Senator Newlands said before a conference of 
, business paper editors recently in Washington, the 
hostile regulation of the railroads for the past decade 
will make our war burden from three to four times 
greater than it otherwise would have been, a condition 
that is pyramiding one extravagance on another. 

Merchants in the great Central West are reported 
to be happy. suey have been doing considerable busi- 
ness.

leading glass centers. Conditions are a little better in 
Indiana because of better natural gas supply, where 
factories are working to about 20 on cent capacity. 

Manufacturers lost practically three months of glass 
making, September-November inclusive, and plants usu- 
ally go out of blast late in May because of hot weather. 
Ordinarily there are 28 weeks at least of production; 
this year makers will do well to get 20 weeks all told. 

We are advised that about 85 per cent of glass fac- 
tories in western Pennsylvania and Ohio are reported 
temporarily or permanently closed on account of war 
measures or else the product is commandeered by the 
U. S. A. for its wants. 

A few years ago the factories making glass by ma- 
chine always had an abundance of small sizes which 
they could hardly give away but are now getting high 
prices for. This is owing to the Government demand 
for cantonments and similar purposes, where small 
panes are used. The head of a large house and of long 
experience saw samples of some of this “C” quality glass 
which he wouldn’t give 50c. a box for but it was selling 
for this purpose at $3.55 per box f.o.b. New York. He 
said it would keep out cold, wind and rain but was not 
much as glass. 

The entire output of ordinary window glass last year 
in the U. S. A. is given as approximately 10,000,000 
boxes, which it is predicted will shrink to about 2,500,- 
000 boxes, or 25 per cent output for the glass year 
1917-18. 

Manufacturers have withdrawn prices and prefer not 
to name fixed discounts, except upon presentation of 
specifications, and then charge about what they like. 
The hindrances are still materials and fuel, labor and 
transportation and what the War Industries Board will 
allow to happen.

HE closing days of the holiday season find the job- 
bers and retailers of the Chicago district extremely 
busy, with sales of holiday goods in excess of those of 
any previous year. There has been some falling down 
in general lines such as builders’ hardware and carpen- 
ters’ tools, but. this has been more than made up by 
increased buying in other lines. The last few weeks 
have shown a particularly heavy increase in trade, due 
to the fact that the buying public turned its attention to 
the purchasing of goods of a useful! nature, many of 
which came from hardware stores. Dealers report 
heavy sales of washing machines, vacuum cleaners, elec- 
tric appliances, silverware, automobile accessories and 
similar items, to be used as Christmas gifts. 

In the early part of the season sleds, skates and 
winter sporting goods moved rather slowly, owing to 
the mildness of the weather, but all this was changed 
about two weeks before Christmas, and seasonable goods 
moved out rapidly. In some cases stocks of sleds and 
skates were entirely sold out in a few days. The colder 
weather and heavy snows also caused a brisk demand 
for snow shovels, sidewalk and snow scrapers and ice 
tools. Although the weather has again moderated, sales 
continue and retailers are optimistic. 

From all sides come complaints in regard to the de- 
liveries of merchandise. Jobbers report many cases of 
actual shortages of goods, due to no other reason than 
the inability of the railroads to make the required ship- 
ments. The coa! shortage is also very acute and is 
curtailing production in several lines. Seven steel fur- 
naces in this district are reported to be out because of 
the fuel shortage, and one steel mill is temporarily 
closed for similar reasons. 

There is also much uneasiness apparent in regard to 
the obtaining of raw material for use in the manufac- 
ture of goods that are not strictly essential. There are 
numerous items in the modern hardware stock that 
would come under this classification, and if they are 
drawn out of the market it will tend to lower the volume 
of retail sales. 

That and the freight situation are the only features 
of the present situation that appear to be worrying the 
retail dealers. The farmers and the wage earners have 
more money to spend than in former years, and if the 
goods can be obtained in sufficient quantity, dealers see 
no reason why business should not be very good during 
the coming year. If, however, the goods are unobtain- 
able, it puts a different aspect to the situation. As a 
prominent retailer expressed himself: “The cost of 
doing business is higher than ever before, but if the 
sales keep up in proportion the percentage of overhead 
will be no higher. If, however, I can’t get the mer- 
chandise to sell, my percentage will mount rapidly and 
cause a big cut in profits.” ; 

Dealers are for the most part very optimistic, 
believe the situation will be met without loss. 

Cash sales are reported to be better than normal, and 
collections are good. 

The market has been very steady, with few important 
price changes, during the past two weeks, but there 
are rumors of several changes after the first of the new 
year. Linseed oil has taken a heavy advance, but this 
was expected, and under ordinary sales conditions 
would have appeared some time ago. 

Among the other items that have shown advances are 
wire cloth racks, some types of razors, saddles, bicycle 
bells, tricycles, brake lining sets and some kinds of 
electric utensils. 

AMMUNITION.—Sales of ammunition are still holding 
up well throughout the Chicago territory. With the 
advent of snow, rabbit hunting has become popular and 
sales of shotgun shells and .22 cartridges are heavy. 
There is also some demand for rifle ammunition for 
larger game, particularly from the northern states. 

The heaviest ammunition sales are, however, in the 
South, along the Mississippi River, where there is plenty 
of winter cisations. Many sportsmen from this district 
are reported to be in the South on hunting trips. Job- 
bers report low stocks of ammunition, and are experi- 
encing some difficulty in getting shipments. Jobbing 
prices are same as at last report.

UCH of the attention of the steel and allied trades 

in the past week has been given to watching con- 
ferences between the general iron and steel committee 
of the American Iron & Steel Institute and the War 
Industries Board at Washington. It will be recalled 
that the prices on all iron and steel articles, including 
iron ore, coal, coke and scrap fixed by the Government 
are tentative prices, subject to revision on or after 
Jan. 1, if desired. Recently there has been some agi- 
tation among the different Boards at Washington for 
a revision in prices on steel products to a lower basis, 
the claim being that prices on some steel commodities 
were too high. This is particularly true of pig iron, 
and there has been a strong movement to reduce the 
prices on pig iron $3 per ton on Jan. 1, which would 
make basic and No. 2 foundry iron $30, ‘and Bessemer 
iron $33. However, when the new cost sheets sub- 
mitted recently by the manufacturers were gone over 
by the authorities in Washington it was found that 
costs had increased very materially, and there was 
a decided change in sentiment in regard to lowering 
prices. 

Nothing definite has come out as to what was done 
in Washington at these conferences, but some announce- 
ment is expected within a short time. The feeling is 
general that present steel prices will be allowed to re- 
main and that no change will be made. 

The greatest handicap at present in the steel busi- 
ness is the shortage in coal and coke, and for which 
there is no promise of early relief. In the Youngs- 
town, Ohio, district last week the output of pig iron and 
semi-finished and finished steel was down to 50 per 
cent of capacity or less, and in the Pittsburgh district 
probably the output last week was not over 75 per cent 
of capacity. 

Blast furnaces are being banked, and this keeps 
the stee] plants short of metal. In turn the finishing 
miils cannot make their usual output. The Govern- 
ment is still buying from 75 to 80 per cent of all the 
material, for which orders are being placed with the 
mills. In Pittsburgh and Youngstown some mills mak- 
ing high grade open hearth steel are giving prac- 
tically their entire output to the Government. This 
has created a great shortage in the supply of open 
hearth steel, making it necessary to substitute Bessemer 
soft steel wherever it can be done. Large steel con- 
cerns in Pittsburgh and Youngstown that sell sheet 
bars to outside sheet and tin plate mills, are now fur- 
nishing Bessemer sheet bars almost entirely. keeping 
practically their entire output of open hearth for the 
Government. 

As showing the heavy purchases by the Government 
we note there is an inquiry out for 40,000,000 bolts. 
Recently the Emergency Fleet Corporation placed con- 
tracts with different makers for 7500 tons of rivets. 
Lately the Government placed 1,200,000 tons of shell 
steel with the mills for delivery prior to June 15, and 
300,000 tons more are to be placed. Owing to the 
peace overtures between Russia and Germany, all work 
in this country on locomotives and cars for shipment 
to Russia on the orders placed by our Government 
some time ago has been stopped, and it is not unlikely 
that these locomotives and cars may be diverted for 
our own use, 

For some time there has been a famine in the supply 
of pig iron and semi-finished steel, and were it not 
for the fact that the Government is controlling prices 
on both products it is probable that pig iron would 
be selling for $75 per ton, or more, “ae billets and 
sheet bars would no doubt bring $100 or more per ton. 
At the same time, pig iron makers feel that Govern- 
ment restriction of prices is a good thing for the trade, 
and will mean better results for all in the end. 

Local jobbers and retail hardware dealers report 
a satisfactory volume of business. For some reason 
the holiday trade this year was late in starting, but 
once it got under way it was abnormally heavy. Sev- 
eral leading hardware stores report sales of holiday 
goods this year to be heavier than last year. 

The working class is well employed and making 
more money than ever before. They seem to be spend- 
ing money freely. They are buying higher priced 
goods and, while there may not be so many sales, yet 
the amount of business in dollars and cents is ahead 
of last year. 

There is a strong tendency this year to buy useful 
gifts, those essential to the home, rather than gifts 
that are of no practical use to those receiving them. 

The sales of electrical goods, consisting of toasters, 
percoiators and other similar kitchen utensils has been 


very heavy. The sales of kitchen aluminum goods 
have also been heavy. 

The one great trouble the hardware jobbers have is 
to get deliveries of goods, bought months ago, and that 
should have been in their stock in ample time for the 
holiday trade. Some of these goods have not yet been 
delivered owing to the railroad congestion, and they 
may not be received until after the holidays are over. 
This is knocking out a good many sales that otherwise 
would have been made. ; 

The entire hardware trade is looking forward to a 
prosperous year in 1918, and deep down in its heart 
is hoping that by this time next year the terrible world 
war may be ended and a world-wide democracy firmly 
established. 

The writer of this report takes this occasion 
to wish all his friends in the hardware trade, 
and who contribute information for these re- 
ports each week, a Most Happy and Prosperous 
New Year. 

AxEs.—Local jobbers have been advised by prac- 
tically all leading manufacturers of axes of an ad- 
vance of from $2 to $3 per dozen in prices on all lines 
of axes. Deliveries of axes by the manufacturers are 
very slow, due to the scarcity of labor and raw ma- 
terials. | 

Botts, Nuts AND Rivets.—As showing how large 
Government purchases of steel materials are for war 
purposes, we can state that the Government has just 
sent out an Army inquiry for 40,000,000 bolts, and the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation has an inquiry for 6000 
to 8000 tons of rivets, in addition to 7500 tons placed 
not long ago. In fact, we can state that 75 to 80 per 
cent or more of all the new business placed for some 
time in bolts, nuts and yivets has been on Government 
direct or indirect orders, the amount of new buying by 
the domestic trade being very light. Discounts on 
bolts, nuts and rivets fixed some time ago by the Gov- 
ernment, and which are being quoted by all the makers, 
are as follows:

hot pressed nuts, square blank, 2.50c. per Ib. off list; hot 
pressed nuts, hexagon blank, 2.30c. per lb. off list ; hot pressed 
nuts, square tapped, 2.30c. per lb. off list; hot pressed nuts, 
hexagon, tapped, 2.10c. per Ib. off list; c.p.c. & t. square and 
hexagon nuts, blank, 2.25c. per Ib. off list; c.p.c. & t. square 
and hexagon nuts, tapped, 2.00c. per Ib. off list. Semi-finished 
hexagon nuts, % in. and larger, 60-10-10 off list; 9/16 in. and 
smaller, 70-5 off list; stove bolts, 70-10 off list; stove bolts, 
2% per cent extra for bulk; tire bolts, 50-10-5 per cent off 
list. The above discounts are from present lists now in 
effect. All prices carry standard extras. 

CARVING SETS.—Local retail hardware dealers re- 
port a very active demand for the higher priced carv- 
ing sets, but this will likely come to a sudden stop as 
soon as the holiday trade is over. Stocks of jobbers are 
pretty well cleaned up. Deliveries by the manufac- 
turers have been slow. 

Cut NaiLs.—Mills report only a fair new demand for 
cut nails, but say they are able to ship their output as 
fast as made, mostly on contracts placed some time 
ago. The Government has at last fixed the price on cut 
nails at $4 base per keg, bringing the price at least a 
little nearer that fixed for wire nails. 

We quote cut nails at $4.00 base, f.o.b. Pittsburgh in carload 
lots, freight added to point of delivery. Jobbers charge the 
usual advances for small lots. 

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—Recently large implement 
makers and other heavy consumers of steel bars came 
in the market and placed contracts for their entire 
needs over 1918. It is claimed that all these contracts 
have been taken at the full price of 2.90c. for steel 
bars, f.o.b. Pittsburgh, but that the contracts contain 
a clause that at no time will the price of steel bars 
in these contracts be higher than that fixed by the 
Government. The general demand for both iron and 
steel bars is fair, and mills are pretty well filled up 
for some months ahead. 

We quote the Government official price of 2.90c. on steel 
bars in carloads and larger lots, f.o.b. mill, while prices from 
store are said to range from 3.50c. to 5c., depending on the 
quantity and the locality. We quote the new Government 
price on refined iron bars at 3.50c. at mill in carloads, while 
small lots from store will no doubt range from 4c. up to 5c. 
depending on quantity. 

SHEETS.—A leading feature of the sheet market 
is that the demand from automobile builders, which 
has been very dull for some time, has been quite a 
good deal better, and that a large amount of new ton- 
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nage has been released on which shipments had been 
held up. The general demand for all grades of sheets 
from the domestic trade is reported by the mills to 
be very active, and a good part of the output of sheets 
for the first half of 1918 is under contracts. The 
mills are now selling to jobbers as large a tonnage as 
they can, and yet take care of their manufacturing 
customers. 

Maximum prices on sheets are as follows: Nos. 9 and 10 
blue annealed sheets at 4.25c., No. 28 Bessemer black 5c., and 
No. 28 galvanized, 6.25c., rolled from either Bessemer or open 
hearth stock, all f.o.b. mill, Pittsburgh, in carloads and larger 
lots, actual freight to point of delivery added. Dealers will 
charge the usual advances for small lots from store. 

TIN PLaTe.—Nothing of interest to report in tin 
plate at this time. The output for first half of 1918 
is well sold up, and some of the larger tin plate mills 
have practically sold their entire output of tin plate 
for all of next year, the petes for second half having 
been left open, and will fixed later. In the past 
month or more the United States Government has 
placed orders with the mills for 400,000 boxes or more 
of coke tin og much of it for shipment to France 
~~ Italy. he new demand for stock items is only 
air.

WirE Propucts.—The Government is still a very 
heavy buyer of wire and wire nails and, it is stated, 
has recently divided 76,000 kegs among the different 
makers, one Youngstown, Ohio, mill taking 25,000 kegs 
of the order, and another local mill 7600 kegs. Mills 
report the domestic demand for wire and wire nails 
as very active, and have their output well sold up 
over the next three or four months. Official prices 
are very firmly held. Prices as fixed by the Govern- 
ment to domestic consumers are very firm, and are 
as follows:

‘T RANSPORTATION difficulties are the chief topic 


of conversation now in the trade. The situation 
has never been so bad and the immediate prospect is 
for even slower deliveries. Goods are now so long 
in transit that delays are the regular routine and in- 
tensive efforts to get shipments through have been 
largely abandoned, consignees waiting with much pa- 
tience for cars to reach their destination. The express 
shipments are in an equally bad way and recourse is 
being had more and more to the parcel post for relief. 

Buying is still going on in small lots, but the weekly 
totals of the jobbers show that the volume is large. 
Prices on goods close to raw materials are steadily de- 
clining, but many lines where labor and skill in manu- 
facture are the chief items are constantly advancing 
and declines are almost unknown. As a rule, goods of 
the latter class are scare and very hard to obtain. 

The holiday trade has been poor until the past day 
or two and will fall far behind last year’s business 
with most dealers. Retailers and jobbers are getting 
ready for stock-taking, which is clearly reflected in 
the orders being placed.. A notable change can be 
noticed in retailers’ stocks, partly due to the scarcity 
of goods and partly to the effort to get rid of slow 
sellers. There is little change in collections among 
those who regularly discount their invoices, but the 
slow paying dealers are getting to be a little slower all 
the time. 

There is a feeling of uncertainty among distribu- 
tors of steel and iron and a wide range of prices is 
being quoted. The general opinion seems to be that 
it is wise to mark time to see what develops after the 
first of the year. 

AMMUNITION.—The heavy snows have cut down the 
sale of ammunition and guns and the market is quiet. 

We quote on ammunition: Loaded shells from factory, 25 
per cent discount; from jobbers’ stocks, 20 and 5 per cent 
discount; metallic cartridges, from jobbers’ stocks, 25 per 
cent discount. 

AXLE GREASE.—One of the few items that have ad- 
vanced during the week is axle grease, which has taken 
a 20 per cent jump. 

AxeEs.—“Cut-a-cord” clubs are being formed in many 
places in New England and men who have not handled 
an axe for many years are taking an active interest 
in the movement. The coal crisis is acute and the 
domestic consumption of wood is sharply increasing.

years. 

Building is practically over for the year. A few milder 
days at present are allowing contractors to put the 
necessary work on jobs to leave them until Spring. The 
respite from sub-zero weather is encouraging the ones 
who didn’t “do it early” to “do it now,” along shopping 
lines. Incidentally fuel dealers are enabled to catch up 
somewhat on their orders and the supply of fuel at 
their local yards. Every day of weather with the 
thermometer above the freezing point means thousands 
of tons of fuel saved. And coal shortage is a serious 
problem in this part of the country with the supply at 
the head of the lakes lower now than at the close of 
Winter last Spring. j 

Jobbers’ salesmen have all been reporting in for 
the year this week. Results cannot but be satisfactory 
as a general rule, for outside the larger cities there 
has been little restriction on progress of: any industry. 
Building has proceeded in a fairly satisfactory manner 
and purchases of other commodities has been good. 
Inventories are already under way and the counting 
and re-arranging of stocks gives the star opportunity 
to set out and dispose of odd items. The time could 
never be more right than now for the sale of such 
goods, with the market at the top and people looking 
for bargains. More than ever before, this year’s in- 
ventory should mean the clean up of: old stock.

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The Pump Situation 


By W. E. Dickey, 
Vice-president and General Sales Manager, The Goulds 
Manufacturing Company, Seneca Folls, N.Y. 


E are most optimistic regarding the out- 
W look, and really believe that the year 1918 
for pumping machinery promises, pro- 
vided the raw material is available, to maintain 
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the large volume of business enjoyed during the 
year 1917. At the present writing the curve of 
sales has still an upward trend, regardless of the 
fact that export business has been considérably 
curtailed by the war. So with the trend still up- 
ward and an enormous demand in sight through 
all fields of manufacture and agriculture, we can 
only see an even greater volume for the year to 
come. 

In some localities a wrong impression has been 
conveyed to hardware dealers by the action of the 
Government in reducing the price of iron and 
copper. In this reduction the dealer looks for a 

ecline in the price of the finished product, but 

this is more than offset by the advance in the cost 
of labor. The actual difference between the es- 
tablished Government price of iron and copper as 
compared with the price prevailing before the 
Government adopted the schedule of prices, really 
does not materially affect the foundry cost of 
products like our hand pumps. 

The weight of the hand pump is such that a 
difference of $10 per ton in the price of iron does 
not materially affect the foundry cost to produce 
it, but the labor situation is such that mechanics 
are being drawn away from their regular pur- 
suits for munition and shipbuilding plants, which 
pay high rates of wages. This makes manufac- 
turers of pumps grant inducements for the help 
to stay. These advances, which are constantly 
made, more than offset the reduction represented 
by the Government rate of raw material. 

The dealer, in withholding his purchases, is 
really placing himself in a position where we 
firmly believe he will not be able to obtain his 
material when he actually requires it, and when 
he does it will be at an advanced price rather 
than at a reduction. This tendency to refrain 
from ordering is not general, but has taken root 
in certain localities, possibly through trade organ- 
izations conveying the idea that prices were bound 
to come down. Be this as it may, it is not our idea 
that the price of pumping machinery will be re- 
duced within the next twelve months and there 
is every likelihood that prices will have to be 
advanced. 

The farmer is the big buyer of hand pumps. 
He has tilled more land during the present year 
than was ever handled before. The demand on 
him for the year to come will be in excess of this. 
Every additional acre planted means a greater re- 
turn in dollars and cents, and when in the history 
of this country has the farmer ever had so much 
money to spend? He is willing and anxious to 
spend a fair share of it on improvements. He 
must have water, lots of it, as he increases his 
acreage and his herds of live stock. He must 
buy pumps and other farm supplies and the well- 
stocked dealer reaps his just reward for his fore- 
thought. 

It must be understood that no building project 
whether it be residential or commercial, is ever 
undertaken until an adequate water supply is 
determined upon, so that pumping machinery is a 
vital necessity. It is not a luxury. The dealer 
who is not well stocked to meet the constantly 
growing demand is bound to find himself in the 
position of losing the trade on other material by 
not having what his customer demands. 

All lines of pumps at present prices appear to 
be well worth the consideration of the trade. 

In conclusion, we unhesitatingly recommend 
buying at present prices for the first half of next 
year, wherever it is possible to do so. We our- 
selves are only guaranteeing our carload prices 
and deliveries for a period of three months. On 
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orders for smaller quantities prevailing prices 
only are applicable for immediate delivery. 

In order to overcome all these difficulties our 
slogan is, BUY NOW AND IN SUFFICIENT 
QUANTITIES TO TIDE OVER THE FIRST 
HALF OF NEXT YEAR. All stocks should be 
kept up and not allowed to run down with the 
expectation of getting them replenished promptly, 
for this may not be possible. 

We believe that a campaign of education should 
be started in the trade by the hardware dealers’ 
organizations to show the dealer the real situa- 
tion.

No “Riders” on the Appropriation Bill 


ERE Uncle Joe Cannon intervened. to ask 

whether the appropriation bill was really a 
“clean-as-a-whistle” measure, as had been claimed 
for it by the committee; that is to say, that it con- 
tained no “riders” or general legislation of any kind. 
Mr. Moon replied emphatically in the affirmative, 
assuring the House that whatever reforms might be 
contemplated by the committee they would not be 
attempted in connection with the appropriation bill, 
but would be brought before the House as inde- 
pendent measures and offered for debate on their 
merits. With this assurance the House continued 
the routine discussion of the pending bill and passed 
it without the formality of a roll call. 

But you may be sure that several hundred mem- 
bers of the House are keeping a sharp eye on Chair- 
man Moon and his colleagues of the Post Office 
Committee. Any attempt to “put one over” on the 
beloved R. F. D. will be the signal for a tremendous 
ruction, in which it is a foregone conclusion that 
somebody will have to turn in a hurry call for an 
ambulance to carry off the mangled remains of the 
chairman and the Postmaster General. 

In the meantime it’s up to the merchants of the 
country to watch Mr. Moon’s activities with refer- 
ence to the P. M. G.’s pet project, the boosting of 
the weight limits of parcels-post packages. This 
also is likely to be made the subject of a special bill 
to be sneaked into the House some dull afternoon 
next summer, when the friends of the retail mer- 
chants of the country are out at the baseball park. 


, Adamson Finally Resigns 


“Foxy Grandpa” Adamson resigned his seat in 
the House last Tuesday and reluctantly turned over 
the chairmanship of the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce to Representative Sims of 
Tennessee, who had already been selected for the 
job by the Ways and Means Committee. Adam- 
son was appointed a member of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers last summer at a time when there 
was a big political rumpus in his district in Geor- 
gia, and it looked as though he might have some 
trouble Keeping his political fences in order. He 
was confirmed by the Senate some time ago, and 
although he has drawn but one salary he has held on 
to two jobs for several months. 

Adamson parted with his House chairmanship 
with deep regret. It had enabled him to play to 
the galleries on railroad labor legislation and to 
obstruct the passage of the Stevens bill and other 
meritorious measures of interest to the business 
community. : 

But, just as there is no pocket in a shroud, so 
when a man leaves Congress he has to let go of his 
pet prerogatives, and nine times in ten he turns his 
job over to a better man. This is not the tenth 
time.

The chief points he makes are: “Use an especially 
attractive heading,” “Use brief and snappy copy,” 
“Make your cuts tie up to the heading and text.” 
In this ad note the forceful heading and read the 
copy which goes straight to the heart of the whole 
proposition of gun and ammunition selling. Notice 
that the corner cuts illustrate the text and that the 
larger cuts picture the goods. We consider this an 
exceptionally strong ad. There is not a bit of waste 
effort in the appeal. 

Here are three other headings used by Mr. 
Daniels in other of his gun ads: “Great Guns,” 
“Your Aim Is Not Always to Blame When You Fail 
to Get the Game,” “A Perfectly Balanced Gun,” 
this last heading being illustrated by a gun balanced 
on a shell. 


A Co-operative Ad 

No. 2 (3 cols. x 15 in.) 

ENRY DUNCAN, treasurer of the Duncan- 

Dahl Co., Everett, Mass., asks us to look over 
this ad and record our opinion of its worth. The 
ad appeared in a page used by the Everett Board of 
Trade with the idea of advancing home trade inter- 
ests. The ad named a certain day as “Merchant’s 
Co-operative Sale Day.” 5 

We commend this idea to you. Put it up to your 
own Board of Trade. You should have no difficulty 
in securing advertising co-operation from four or 
five fellow merchants. 

Getting back to the ad, we don’t care much for 
“Sudden Service Store.” We read it at first glance, 
“Seldom Service Store.” While we may be an ex- 
ception in this regard, nevertheless we think it 
rather poor policy to make use of a slogan that is 
susceptible of such play on words or that savors of 
the freakish as this slogan certainly does. We would 
“lose” it quick and substitute “Swift Service Store.” 

We do not like the top display of this ad. It can 
be vastly improved by eliminating the firm name and 
making a big, strong head of “A Fall Exhibit of, 
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etc.” The service trade-mark is good and could be 
very attractively displayed right ‘n the center of the 
ad, set in a two-point rule box.

That is, we don’t think the set-up has 
much punch.: On the contrary the stuff inside the ad 
is first rate all through— illustrations, prices, 
snappy descriptions and terse text, but, Oh Boy! 
that set-up is enough to paralyze the good old optic 
nerve. What makes matters worse is that a fine 
hardware slogan, “Your Hardware Store,” is hidden 
away in this set-up. 

Mr. Taylor is trying to get this across, and the 
way he uses it in the heading as part of the display 
line is the best way to do it. But never use this 
slogan unless you inclose it in quotation marks, 
thus: “YOUR HARDWARE STORE.” 

Our suggestions for improving this ad are as fol- 
lows: Make two panels for the ash-sifter and carv- 
ers with a dividing rule. Set the descriptive matter 
in lighter-faced type, prices as they stand. Thus, 
right in the center of your ad you will get some gray 
and white contrast to set off your heading and dis- 
play lines on the roasters. Try it out and note the 
difference.

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“and this is why we say ‘Pitts 
burgh’s finest hardware store’ ” 
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book has one feature, apart from its general excel- 
lence, that sets it apart from any other retail catalog 
which has come to the writer’s notice. This feature 
is clearly illustrated in the reproduction of two of 
the pages. It is the way the pages dovetail. The 
two lines of boldface type in quotations are the 
means by which your attention is held secure from 
page to page. 

In making a catalog where it is possible to have a 
running story of a single product, it is easy enough 
to carry the reader from page to page without 
breaking the thread of his interest. But in this 
Heckler book builder’s hardware, gas ranges, fur- 
naces, paint and store service are featured, which 
means that individual styles, constructional details, 
etc., must be catalogued. Under these circumstances 
it’s not so easy to connect each page and make a 
human interest story of the entire book, vet this is 
just what Heckler Bros. have accomplished. 

Glance at the reproduced pages (Nos. 5 and 6) 
which are pages 2 and 8 in the catalog. The title 
page of the book (page 1) is an invitation worded 
as follows: 

“An invitation to you to visit Pittsburgh's finest 
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hardware store with Louis J. Heckler and listen to a 
series of talks by the five Heckler Brothers (the 
‘Wide-Awake Hardware Hustlers’) about their Fur- 
naces, Gas Ranges, Hardware, Paint and ‘Heckler 
Service.’”” Now glance at No. 5 and you will see 
how the lines in quotation marks take up the thread 
of the story. No. 6 shows the reader the store in- 
terior and the next page pictures the builder’s hard- 
ware department. Then follow photos of the paint 
and gas range divisions, and after that the indi- 
vidual styles of ranges. 

Whether the store, its service or its goods are 
being presented the pages are absolutely connected 
so that the reader peruses the catalog as he would 
a book. That is the big point. 

As to the text of the catalog, read Mr. Heckler’s 
opening talk and you will see the idea behind the 
presentation of the various items. No dull descrip- 
tions but a continuous talk, first by one department 
head, then by another, right through to the last 
page. That is big point number two. 

To illustrate the versatility of these running 
heads, here is how Phil B. Heckler switches the 
reader from gas ranges to heating stoves and 
grates: 

and now, before you pass into the furnace 
department, I want to take a few minutes of your 
time to show you our line of heating stoves and 
grates. I first want to call your attention to the 
Heckler reflector gas stoves and fire places toss 

No chance for the reader to escape, eh? The 
catalog has 88 pages, printed on white coated paper 
about 80 lb. weight on a 25 in. x 38 in. basis, printed 
in two colors throughout (red and black), sewed 
back stitch which enables the pages to open out 
perfectly flat (the mail order boys having nothing 
on the Hecklers), and bound with an attractive 
three-color cover. 

The running heads are printed in red. The book 
is worthy of being copyrighted, but isn’t, so I take it 
that the Hecklers wouldn’t mind if you did a catalog 
for yourself in a similar fashion.

The thimbles are made of aluminum 
4 in. in diameter, making the grad- 
uations coarse. The quick acting 
head is direct reading. The first fig- 
ure is taken from the sleeve and the 
rest from the thimble. Lines and fig- 
ures are. large so that readings can 
be made two or three feet away. The 
anvil has two adjustments, first slid- 
ing through a split clamp in the 
frame, and second by a fine screw ad 
justment through the center.
